The meser tancies he is happy when he has raked 
together an immense heap of treasure—but | must 
pronounce him above all others, farthest from the 
tiuch » because he possesses »o'hing b t hisii bes and 
isa beggar in happiness as well as in pleasure. 

The erudious man faneres himself happy : but alas! 
he reckons not his anxiety fur his future prosdects— 
nor his concern at the figure he is destined tv make 
in life, or he would perceive ihat from his studees he 
derives nothing but picasure. 

The author deems himse}; the happiest of men when 
his writings ave well received—but, is it not the plea- 
sure he feels from vanity that renders his feelings tol- 
erable ? Alas! Some malignant critique, may (ake 
advantage ot an age when the author is no more, to 
rail at lis procuctious aad Liss them to the tuunb of the 
Capu ets.
